Broadway .when ,he was 
grabbed by the collar and whirled 
around by Collins, who immediately 
fired a shot into his abdomen.

lins fired another shot which did not 
take effect and then ran away to his 
daughter's home* on Franklin 
street, 
where he was found shortly after and 
placed under arrest 


Boogar was removed to his room 
in the Galindo Hotel and physicians 
summoned , to attend 
him., . They 
probed for the bullet, but were unable 
to locate, it. Heakh Ojfficerj Adams 
drqpped jn to see ,|he old man, and 
found . hijn hvgreaj pain. He said 
that the wound was a most danger 
ous one, and that in all probability 
Boogar would die. The officer had 
no trouble in finding Collins. He | 
exjiected to be arrested and he was 
waiting for the officers at his daugh­ 
ter's house. 


As near as can be ascertained from 
witnesses, Collins caught his victim 
when few people were around and 
lost po time in pumpipg the lead 
into him. Collins is 6 3 years old 
and has bqen stopping at the home 


of his daughter for a couple of 
months. 
He is an old soldier apd 
up to November he had been an in­ 
mate at the Soldiers' Home. 
Since 
election he has been around towni 
but has not been engaged in any busi­ 
ness. 
During the past few days he 
has met Boogar several times on the 
streets but he made no attempt to 
assault him until last evening. The 
shooting caused much excitement in 
the vicinity of Eighth und Broadway 
and a crowd gathered around. 


, .Mrs, 3oogar-waSi.sudd^nl^, Jaken 
seriously ill last night as a result of 
the shooting. 
She had no idea that 
h,er father .was going to shoot her 
husband, as he had not given the 
least intimation of such an act.
